Tiro beginnings of the degradation of 
tilt* word are show n In Its application 
soon to tl>e com m on people as d istin ­ 
guished from the u pp er classes. 
It w as 
then applied to unprofessional and lay 
people and soon becam e the slurring 
title of the unskillful and a w kw ard. 
By slow degrees It became applicable 
to the stupid and a t last to t lie im be­ 
cile and idiot. 
As late as the sixteenth 
mid 
seventeenth 
centuries the w ord 
w a s still used in its earlier senses. T his 
long sad history speaks Indirectly of 
th e pathetic history of the imbecile. 
If 
he w as not killed or starved to death 
by neglect, etc., he w a s usually reduced 
to the condition of a boast either ab o u t 
tim house or fields or was actually 
driven Into the w oods and forced to live 
in caves, among w ild animals, etc.

1799 Hard took a “ wild boy” found in 
th e forests of Avoy roil and tried to 
teach him.

$25, and there is no provision for pro­ 
portional exemptions.
